AGRICULTURAL ASSESSMENTS, 


H« Says That Our Figures 


Are Twenty Per Cent 


Too Low. 


article tn the Sacramento Bee which 


has created HO much talk about Alame- 
da County's assessment toeing raised is aa 
follows; 


Evidence produced ibafore the State 


Board of -Equalization during tlxe past few 
weeks has demonstrated 3>eyond the per- 
adventun-e of a doubt that In proportion 
to thi-ir taxable wealth, the counties of 
AJam.da and Sam Francisco are assessed 
far low«r then the agricultural counties 
of this State. 
The nrasa of statistics 


gathered Against the assessment of Ala- 
meda County is positively startling, and 


that the Janmer and interior mer- 


chant pay far more than their just pro- 
portion toward maintaining the .State 
Government. For political and other rea- 
sons the great cities on the bay have been 
allowed to return a roll •which represented 
but ,a fraction of their values, and, al- 
though an attempt has been made to 
raise them, that attempt ka.3 signally fail- 
ed. l,aat year, as a result of the failure 
of this attempt, Equalizer Beamer mov- 
ed to equalize by reducing tiw-eiity-six 
counties, so that they would In a meas- 
ure be spared from the unjust burden 
imposed upon them, (by the action of the 
Assessors of Alameda and San. Francisco 
Counties in assessing; too tow. .The mo- 
tion carried and a iittto justice was done, 
altho.i£h as a result the tax levy .was 
necessarily raised. 
• It 'I.-! a'.iwaj's a fact that whenever the 
State Board of Kiuallxatfon makes any 
atteijiipt to raise J-tie wealthy'counties o£ 
t-hc State a great hOTvl goes up and the 
result is that their unequal assessmeats 
are allowed to stand. 
Thin year .there is a prospect that Jus- 
tice i\vill be done. Los A'ngeles County 
has keipt a rprom!st> made- i>y It to the 
Board in 1885 and has returned a. roll fax 
in excejis of that returned "by it last year, 
It is not likely -that, having done this, 
she will sit quietly by and allow -wealth- 
ier counties to- escape, and it is probable 
that her representative "Will fee instructed 
accordingly. 


AiLAar&DA'S ASSESSMENT. 
l»»t Friday, from early morning .until 


late at night, representatives of Alameda 
Cou-niy Tvere before the State Board of 
Equalizatl&n. Althougih the entire Board 
of Supervisors o,rxl the County Cleric *were 
present, litti* .was said In favor of the 
assessment as returned except toy (Henry 
P. iDalton, the Assessor. 
The law requires that the Assessor shall 
demand statements under oath from all 
resident taxpayers, and yet Jt deveKuped 
in questioning (Mr. iDalton, that 'he had 
not pequlrod this to 'bo done except in very 
few instances, and those which escaped 
were for the most part persons of the 
•wealthier class. This being the case, it 
seomc-d that the Assessor 'had made up Ms 
roll largely from the old roll or else hftd 
adapted a system of guess work. 
The Assessor of Alameda. County re- 
ceives nearly $30,000 & year from the of- 
ftco ,out of which he pays his deputies and 
his office expenses. Aind yet, with suffi- 
cient to enable hrni to -hire a dozen, or 
•more deputies, 'he gavo no satisfactory 
reason why the law had not been complied 
with. He did say 'that many .propftrty 
owners who res:ded in Oakd-and had their 
places of business in San Francisco, and 
therefore could not 'be found when tbe As- 
sessor and his deputies came around, but 
what he f ailed to explain was why he did 
not .f?ett statements from those whose 
places of business w«re in the city of Oak- 
land, and who could ha.ve ibeexi found at 
any time. Equalizer Beamer road a long 
list of these. There were Wan. J. (Dlng-ee, 
one of •OaJflancTs wealthiest men, Freder- 
ick Delger, capitalist; ,F. K. Shattuck, a 
capitalist and large real estate owner; 
Eli -Donison, W. W. Foote, iP, C. Bowles, 
President of the'First National Bank; W. 
G. P;iltnen.teer, vloe-ipresldent and man- 
ager of the Central Bank, and scores fit 
others, equally conspicuous, who could 
have 'been found at any time and none of 
•whom were required to give statements, 
Not one of these appeared <before the local 
Board of Equalization, and It Is assumed 
that they failed -to do so for the very 
good reason that they (were fully satisfied 
with the way In which they were as- 
sessed. 


NO SOLVG3NiT OBEDITS. 


Assessor Dal ton has assessed these peo- 


ple -but from what source he has derived 
the Information upon which he based the 
as&es.'tm-ent does nrot apc>e.air. The result 
'is that many men, known to be possessed 
of groat wealth, have to a large extent 
escaped. 
Many Oakland merchants, known to be 
doing a business of thousands of dollars 
a year, are not assessed for one penny's 
worth of solvent credits, and but few of 
these oven iwera'c to the trouble to prepare 
statements. 
Th* State [Equalizers read off a list eon- 
talnlne the names of nearly 100 iucb, but 
a stew names iwlll suffice. 
A-bra-hamson Brothers, who, according 
to -common, report, carry a stock of J100,- 
000 and who do an enormous business, are 
assessed for $14,000. Taft ft Pennoyer, a 
dry goods concern which carries a stock 
of- goods conservatively estimated at HBO,- 
000, fulled to fur-ndsh a statement, and are 
assessed if or no money nor solvent credits, 
their total -assessment being $30,000. W. 
M. Watson & Co., the iwea*t-hiwst whole- 
sale liquor dealers In Oakland, also es- 
caped assessment on solvent credits, and 
also on fixtures, and ore assessed for but 
37,500. They filed a statement but did not 
swear to it. The Oakland 0ho<> Store, 
owning-, besides its main establishment, 
fqur trranch stores In Oakland, the Insur- 
ance itpon which aggregates $98,000, is as- 
Mesecl ifor -but 
$3S,9JS. Charles McCleverty,

"T'he agricuj-tura'i coumHes ot this State 
are assessed much higher In propor'iOin 
to -their real value than are the counties 
of San 'Francisco and Alameda, The as- 
sessment of Henry P. Dalton in Alameda 
County is at least 20 per cent below the 
Hgures furnished fro-m forty agricultural 
counties. All property In Alameda Coun- 
ty is assessed low in proportion to ils real 
value, saving .and excepting some farming 
property .In sections -where the land la not 
valuable .and productive. We ha-vo albun- 
da,nt evidence to prove ,'thls. Property 
owners in different counties have volun- 
tarily come before trie State Board of 
EiqualizHtion and testified that they could, 
not pay the 'tuxes on 'their faroni prop<^riy 
win's It not that they owned property in 
Alam?da County. I iim confident that Mr. 
Dalton knows he has not as.iessod Alame- 
da County at its value'. -His assessment 
is unquestionably popular with the -marfs 
of -property owners in his co-unty, because 
by ini=ans of it tliey avoid.>the payment of 
their share of State taxes. In about nine 
cases out 'Of ten, -Mr. Dalton has cut down 
the value of Improvements and I cannot 
wee iwhy this should ha-vfe been done, ex- 
cept to popularize Mr. Da)ton with tho.se 
by means of 'Whose votes h.e expects to tro 
retained in office. 
I ami informed that 
prior to his election Mr. Daiton promised 
the taxpayers that i£ ejected heiwuuld re- 
duce their taxes 25 per cent. He- mads 
his campaign Jn a buggy placarded1 -with 
tlus announce'm.en-t, and as far as he could 
do It he ihas kept his promise. iBut that 
promise was kept at the raapenso of every 
taxpayer In this State outside of Alanw- 
da County, and Mr. I>alton's assessment 
should not .be allowed to stand. I have 
annually examined the assessment roll of 
Alamoda. County for several years and 
have always thought It was low, and yot, 
Mr. Dal'to-n ma-k-ea a c-ut on valuable i-m-r 
provements that cannot be characterized^ 
in any other terms than as ridiculous;. 
"To allaw Alameaa County's assessntervt 
to remain as It is would be a positive in- 
justice to every agricultural county in 
this State. The Board -has gone carefully 
into the figures produced "by iMr. D-alton- 
and, 
while I cannot speai for the rest, of 
the Board, I will say that I shall do all 
.In ray power to equalize toy brijigin-g Ala- 
meda County uj> to somewhere near her 
true value, and place her in. Una with in- 
terior counties. 
"Property owners in Oakland ar.d San 
Francisco have no difficulty in borrowing 
money at reasonable rates of interest, and 
giving as security property that Is worth 
but latUe in excess of the face or t'iie loan. 
The application from, the (farmer for a 
loan, on the other hand, Is scarcely enter- 
tained. The reascui tor this is that city 
iproperty Is valuable, as It tarings a good 
rev-e-nue to Its owners, whereas {farming 
property is almost valueless as It produces 
little If 'anything that can 'be sold at a 
profit. What lltUe money is made t>y the 
farmer is eventually poured 'into San 
Francisco and Oakland. .They are the 
damping grounds for the wealth of the 
State, and if they arp not prosperous it 19 
only because the farming interests of the 
State are producing nothing. Biut Oak- 
land and San Francisco are (prosperous, 
and yet, according to their assessment 
roHs, they are assessed for but a fraction 
of -their true value, while the unfortun- 
ate f-arnrln^r -communities are assessed for 
more than they are worth. Such a state 
of affairs should not be allowed to exist, 
and I am confident fn the hope tluut jus- 
tice will yet 'bo done."

There was a special meeting of ""tho 


Board of Trade In the Exposition building 
last night. It was called to dlacuss the 
subject of boulevards and public parks. 


Owing to some unavoidable reason the 


electric current was shut off and it was 
not until after 0 o'clock that light enough 
w.is procured to proceed with the meet- 
ins. The absence of light, however, did 
not dampen the ardor of the participants 
for they had assembleJ to discuss a ques- 
tion of \ltal iroportaneo to Oakland and 
the surrounding country. 


The meeting was callol to order by Jas. 


P. TayJor, president of the Board of Trade 
who announced that as tho meeting was a 
special one, the calling of the roll and 
reading of tho minute* would be dispensed 
with. CIr. Tajlor spoke of the ad-vantage 
to be derived from a park similar to Gol- 
den Gate Park, in San Francisco, or Ceu- 
tral Park, New York, and introduced A. 
D. Pryal ns the ilrst speaker. 
" Mr. Pryt.l tald tho people of Oakland 
could not afford to do longer without 
pj^ice of recreation for all classes oC pc 
pie. He referred to the fact that Golden 
Gate Park had attracted a large anioun 
of capital and had wonderfully Increased 
the valuo of -land adjacent to it. He said 
that a public park in Oakland would in 
create* the value of land here so rapidly 
that one would be astonished. He main 
lained that the city should aecuro 200 or 
300 acres of land at Its earliest conven 
iencc. "The groat features of a park/ 
baJJ he, "are .soil, climate and water. W< 
need not buy soil, as Is done In San Fran 
Cisco, for our sol! Is as good aa amy in 
the State. We have abundance- of water 
and our climate is tile -best. In San Fran 
Cisco they have sand and It takes 7.00C 
gallons of water every hour. 
A public 


park In Oakland could be maintained fo 
one-third the cost o* one tn <San JTrancis 
co." Mr. Pryal said he had worked In the 
public parks in London and was 
the 
youngest landscape gardener la the great 
metropolis. 


Superintendent McClaren of Golden Gate 
Park waa then introduced and advised the 
city to secure Instead of 200 or 300 acres 
not less than 500 acres, and even that 
amount of land would make but a small 
park. 


"Your city Is unsurpassed," Bald he, "in 
regard to soli, natural oaks and streams." 
You should choose a alto whora you could 
sa-vo enough .water from your mountain 
streams to Irrigate your park. 
Y&u 


should also have some hill land, and some 
level land for games, etc. There should 
he twenty-live or thirty acres reasonably 
level for Athletics, such JLS football, bauo 
ball and track events, as much more for 
a children's pi-ay ground, iwid also a placo 
where ladles could play lawn tenls and 
croquet. Then you must look head. Af- 
tjor awhile you nvlll wish to havo doer 
paddockn and such things and a place 
where the people can listen to the music." 
Mr. McOiaren referred to the fact that all 
cities of any size in the Bast had their 
parks, and the park movement was being 
agitated throughout tho Wast, and Oak- 
land must get in line.
